GIDEON WELLES. 
Hon. Gideon Welles died at Hartford, 
Conn., last night at the age of 76 years* 
He was born in 1892, aud after having ob­ 
tained an academic education, he became 
editor and proprietor cf the Hartlord 
Times, at J th at period a Democratic jour­ 
nal. Ho soon rose to prominence in poli­ 
tics. He served m the Connecticut Legis­ 
lature 
at 
various 
times, 
was 
State comptroller in 
1842; 
and in 
1866 —9 he was chief of one of the bu­ 
reau* of the Qivy department. He opposed 
the introduction of slavery in the new ter­ 
ritories, and of course, then became identi­ 
fied with the Republican party, in 1855. In 
1861, President Lincoln appointed him 
Secretary of the Navy, a position he filled 
with honor, till the close of Johnson’s ad­ 
ministration in 1869. At the time of bi* 
death Mr. Welles was engaged in writing a 
series of articles on the administration of 
Abraham Lincoln, three of which have al­ 
ready appeared in the Galaxy, and the next, 
and probably the last, will appear in tbj 
March number of the Atlantic.

H a tc h Ie. 
From the Philadelphia Time*. 
The plan was worthy of Charlet XII-, 
and might have been successful ; and V an 
Horn ouly abandoned it when convinced 
that he would inevitably lose bls wagon 
train, and that tile army would feel he was 
rash. A Iriend said to him finally: “Van 
Dom, you are the only man I ever saw 
who loves danger for his own sake. When 
any daring enterprise is before ycu, you 
cannot adequately estimate the obstacles in 
your way.” He replied: “While I do not 
admit the correctness of your criticism, I 
feel how wrong I shall be to imperil this 
army through my personal peculiarities, 
after what such a friend as you haye told 
me they are, and I will countermand the 
orders and move at once on the road to 
Ripley.” Few 
commandeis have ever 
been so beset as Van Dom was in the forks 
of the Haicbie, and very few could have 
extricated a beaten army as he did then. 
One with a force stated at 10,000 men 
headed him at the II ate hie bridge, while 
Rosecrans, with 20,000 men, was attacking 
his rear at the Tuscumbia bridge, only five 
miles off. The whole road between was 
occupied by a tram of nearly 400 wagons 
and a defeated army of about 11,000 mus­ 
kets. But Van Dom w hoever for a mo­ 
ment dismayed. He repulsed Ord and 
punished him severely. 
While he check­ 
ed Rosecrans at the Tuscumbia until he 
coaid turn his train and army short to the 
left, and cross the Hatchie by the Bone­ 
yard road without the loss of a wagon. 
By IO p. rn. his whole army and train 
were safely oyer the Hatchie, and with a 
fell moon to light us ou our way we brisk ly 
marched for Ripley, where we drew up in 
line of battle and awaited the enemy ; but 
he not advancing we marched to Holly 
Springs. 
When in November Van Dorn 
checked Grant*a advance, he then occupied 
the works on the Tallahatchie, which he 
held for a month—Gram’s force was 60,000, 
Van Dorn's was 16,000. He then retired 
behind the Yallabusha to Grenada and 
awaited Grant's advance until Christmas 
eve, 1862, when leaving the army at 
Grenada, under LotlDg's command, he 
moved with 2,000 horse around Grant's 
army, swooped down upon Holly Springs, 
captured the 
garrison, destroyed three 
months’ stores for 60,000 mea and defeated 
Grant’s whole campaign and compelled 
him to abandon Mississippi. 
From tnat 
time Van Dom resumed hts proper role as 
a general ct cavalry, in which ne had no 
superior in either army. His extrication of 
his cavalry division from the bend of Duck 
river equaled his conduct in the forks of I 
the Haichia.

Below is given an array of figures which 
should prove, and doubtless will prove of 
interest to most of the citizens and especi* 
ally the tax-payera. It is the twelfth an­ 
nual report of Mr. John C. Spencer, Sec­ 
retary of the Fire Department The re­ 
port shows that the Department has in­ 
creased wonderfully in efficiency and in 
promptness, and the record will compare 
favorably with that of any city in the west. 
There have been daring the year 23 calls 
on the Department as compared with 18 
last year. There were in Wsshington En­ 
gine Co. No. I only three absentees and 
273 attendances. List year's report shows 
in the same company 4 absentees and 212 
attendances, in Water Witch Engine Co. 
No. 2, there were in 1877,276 attendances 
and no absentees, a marked improvement 
over she preceding year when with 209 in 
attendance there were six absentees, 
la 
the 
Hook 
and 
Ladder 
Com. 
pany 
there 
were 
in 
1877, 
305 
attendances and 39 absentees. In the year 
preceding in the same company were 219 
attendances and 21 absentees. 
The Sack 
Company’s record shows for 1877,370 at­ 
tendances and 80 absentees, the record for 
the year preceding showing 300 attend­ 
ances and OO absentees. 
Since 1872 there 
have been 128 men enrolled of which uum. 
ber 62 are now in active service, Including 
officers. Eleven were expelled, ten of whom 
were from the Hook & Ladder Company, 
and one from No. I.

noted in Washington Engine Company 
were contained in the report publisoed last 
March.
